Judge Brady of the Supreme Court of 
New York has recently made a legal decision 
in the case of Stokes and Mansfield against 
the late Mr. Fisk, in which tbe invioilability 
of love letters is declared. This will be of 
great interest to the numerous readers of THE 
CoNSsTITUTION who are unmarried, in love, 
and addicted to love letter writing. 

Mr. Fisk was Mormonish in his proclivi- 
ties. The beautiful but frail Helen Mans- 
field was among his divinities. During his 
period of enslavement to this prototype of 
the Trojan enchantress, he wrote sundry and 
divers letters. After the all-conquering 
Stokes, himself a man of family, stole the 
coquettish Helen from the amatory Fisk, a 
lively warfare ensued, that took the shape of 
all sorts of suits. Not satisfied with cutting 
out Fisk, the indomitable Stokes made a 
heavy slash at Fisks pocket. 

The batch of love letters from the trusting 
Fisk to his faithless Helen appeared on the 
stage. Fisk proposed to purchase them for 
$10,0 0. The bargain was made and $5,000 
paid down, but the treacherous Stokes and bis 
beautiful confederate hung on to the letters, 
and proposed to use them. Fisk applied for 
an injunction restraining their use. The case 
was ably and exhaustingly argued. The 
~ Judge made an ‘elaborate and learned deci- 
sion, granting the injunction, and stopping the 
onwerd career of those inflammable epistles,

A range of English decisions for a lun- 
dred years bick establish the inviolability of 
ef private correspondence. In New York 
these precedents had been broken in one or 
two cases: Hoyt vs. Mackenzie, 3 Bar. ch. R. 
320 and Wetmore vs. Scoville, 3 Edw. ch. R. 
p. 515. But these cases were overruled in 
Woolsey vs. Judd, 4 Ducr, 379. 

The theory enunciated by Judge Brady 
and supported by the reports is that the sanc- 
lity of private relations must be preserved, 
and it is against established legal policy to 
allow the publication of private letters, un- 
less to vindicate right, assert claims, or serve 
the public interest. To warrant publication, 
they must either refer to matters of public 
interest or to pecuniary transactions between 
the parties. ;

Not one dollar of their indebtedness will 
they pay, much less make an additional ap- 
propiation, Since the surrender, until re- 
cently, we were inclined to charge this re- 
fusal on the part of our legislators to foster 
the agricultural interest in Georgia to their 
Radicalism. As individual planters, as 
county socicties, and as a State organization, 
we have looked forward to the day when 
our State should be free from imissrule— 
when Democracy, a synnoym for all that is 
great and good, should get into possession of 
the Sta‘e government and legislate for the 
good of the whole people. Our hearts made 
glad one year ago, when that longed looked 
for event came, and from that day to the 
assembling of our present Legislature our 
hopes well-nigh amounted to an assurance 
that the planting interest of Georgia would 
no longer be n.glected. But how sadly dis- 
apoointed are these hopes. 

Our Legislature has met and spent their 
allotted t.me—with a short extension—and 
not a single dollar have they appropriated, 
nay, not a dollar of the annual appropriation 
of 1860 nave they given us; but, on the con- 
trary, every measure looking tu either, has 
been defeated.

THE BONDS OF GEORGIA. — 
Official Notice to the Bend Holders. 


An Act 
To protect the ae ye of the State of Geor- 
gin aguinst the illegal and fraudulent issue 
of bonds and securities, and for other pur- 
mes connected with the same. i 

Vhereas, Divers bonds, purporting to be 
bonds of the State of Georgia, and divers 
bonds bearing the indorsement of the State, 
have been issued and put in circulation by 
Rufus B. Bullock, Jate Governor of said 
State, and divers bonds issued prior to his 
administration, have been negotiated by him: 
And whereas, it is believed that al por- 
tion of said bonds have been illegally and 
fraudulently issued and negotiated, and the 
extent and amount of said bonds so issued 
and negotiated is unknown to th’s General 
Asse:nbly. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the State of 
Georgia, That there shall be a committee ap- 
yointed of three, one by the President of the 
Senate, and two by the speaker of the House 
of Kepresentatives, who sha!l bave full power 
and authority to examine and ascertain the 
number of bonds which have been issued as 
hereinbefore recited in the preamble of thi- 
act, and the aggregate amount thereof; and 
so far as they have been sold or hypothecated, 
by whom sold, the amount of money paid, 
to whom paid, when paid, for what purpose 
negotiated, and all other facts connected with 
the history of said bonds, and to report the 
sane to the General Assembly at its next 
session. 

Section 2, Be it further enacted, That said
